Street lights stay 
on an hour later

Streetlights in residential areas 
in Surrey will remain on an hour 
later into the night, because the 
council overestimated the money 
the scheme would save. 

From Thursday, November 23, 
lights will now be on until lam, al¬ 
though they will remain off until 
5am as before. 

Cabinet member for Highways 
Colin Kemp announced the coun¬ 
cil was reinvesting the unexpected 
savings in the community. 

He said the decision had also 
been made “in recognition of con¬ 
cerns raised by residents, particu¬ 
larly shift workers and those em¬ 
ployed in the hospitality industry”. 

The first tranche of lights began 
being switched off in Epsom and 
Ewell between midnight and 5am 
in February this year, with another 
set being turned off in July. 

Councillor Eber Kington, who 
represents Ewell Court, Auriol and 
Cuddington on the county coun¬ 
cil, said: “I think it’s a welcome 


move, but somewhat late given the 
fact we have argued for it for some 
time. Saying that, it’s not nearly 
enough.” 

Night time crime went up by 40 
per cent from last year in Epsom 
and Ewell after the lights were 
switched off, statistics recorded be¬ 
tween March and July show 

That might have increased; the 
lights that were switched off in 
July were switched off after the 
data were collected. 

Cllr Kington said: “What we 
feared has come to pass. If in fact 
the crime goes down that can only 
be a good thing, but it should never 
have happened. It’s about safety 
and people feeling safe. 

“We are not a part of Surrey that 
is very rural. 

“We should have the same deal 
as London. In a civilised society, 
people who live in urban areas 
should have their streetlights on all 
night.” 

Surrey County Council has also 
said it is looking into fitting LED 
lights in future, suggesting the sav¬ 
ings they offer could outweigh the 
cost of installing them, which Cllr 
Kington claimed could signal the 
lights coming back on all night.

Tributes to blacksmith 


Talented and lifelong black¬ 
smith Peter O’Neill who worked 
endlessly within the Greenwich 
community has died aged 63. 

Born in 1954, Peter started his 
path down becoming a black¬ 
smith at the age of 19 where he 
welded and created objects with 
steel and wrought iron. 

Alongside his best mate Colin 
Cornwell, the two transferred 
their skills from smithing in a 
garden to working for Cubows 
Ltd at the docks in Woolwich. 

There Peter worked at build¬ 
ing and repairing the tugs, 
trawlers and coasters that went 
through the busy docklands 
every day. 

In 1976 Peter and Colin 
opened up their first business 
together in Greenwich, called 
Cornwell & O’Niell based out of 
two workshops. 

It wasn’t just working at the 
dockyards though, as Peter 
frequently helped friends and 
neighbours repairing or making 
thigs for them. 

Danny O’Neill, Peter’s son, 
said: “From a very young age 
I often went to work with my 
Dad at weekends and during the 
summer holidays. 

“From going so often I could 
see how he played a key role in 
the community; anyone who 
passed by would stop to have a 
chat over the stable door, or a 



neighbour would just pop in to 
have their garden shears sharp¬ 
ened. My Dad did a lot of work 
for the area, whether it was a 
small repair job or making a 
staircase, he enjoyed every min¬ 
ute and was very hard working. 

“I would guess that most rail¬ 
ings or gates in the area were 
most likely made or repaired by 
my Dad. 

“Nothing proved this more 
than the week after his death, 
when two local people I had 
never met but came into contact 
with told me that they knew of 
him and one had window boxes 
made by him back in the early 
80s.” 

The business eventually be¬ 
came Greenwich Forge after 
moving up to Guildford Grove, 
where it still operates today.

Drug dealer 
sent to prison 
for four years 

Convicted man went on hunger 
strike while he was in custody

A London drug dealer who 
was caught in Ewell and 
went on hunger strike for 
more than 20 days in custo¬ 
dy, then passed more than 
150 wraps of class A drugs, 
has been jailed. 

Mohamed Wallace, 24, 
was stopped in Kingston 
Road on April 6 as part 
of Surrey Police’s Opera¬ 
tion Viking, which aims to 
tackle cross-border drug 
dealers. 

Officers searched Wal¬ 
lace and the car, finding 
three mobile phones, some 
cash, a tub of cocoa but¬ 
ter, bio oil and feroglobin 
liquid, which has laxative 
effects if too much is con¬ 
sumed. 

He was taken first to 
East Surrey Hospital, be¬ 
cause police believed he 
might have been hiding 
drugs internally, but he re¬ 
fused an x-ray and became 
aggressive towards offic¬ 
ers. 

Then he was taken to 
police custody, where he 
was under constant ob¬ 
servation, and he went on 
hunger strike, meaning 
officers had to apply for 
an extension to keep him 
detained. 

Detective chief inspec¬ 
tor Mark Preston said: 
“Mohamed Wallace put his 
health at considerable risk 
while in custody by go¬ 
ing on hunger strike, and 
could have saved himself a 
lot of suffering. 

“This is again another 
example of our officers 
proactively patrolling the 
streets to look for poten¬ 
tial offenders and is prov¬ 
ing a success in disrupting 
drugs networks that have 
come into our county.

“Operation Viking is not 
stopping any time soon 
and will continue to make 
life as uncomfortable as 
possible for drug dealers 
coming here to cause trou¬ 
ble.” 

Wallace was first 
charged with driving while 
disqualified, driving with¬ 
out insurance, breaching 
an anti-social behaviour 
order and possession 
of cannabis; he pleaded 
guilty to all these charged 
on April 26 at Staines Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court, and was 
sentenced to eight weeks 
in prison. 

The next day, prison 
staff found him trying to 
internally secrete drugs, 
and after a struggle two 
large plum-sized bags were 


found - one containing 59 
packages of heroin and 45 
packets of crack cocaine, 
and the other containing 56 
packages of crack cocaine. 

These were the bags he 
initially hid inside himself 
when he was first arrested. 

Wallace, of no fixed 
abode, pleaded guilty to 
possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs at 
Guildford Crown Court on 
Wednesday, November 15. 

He was sentenced two 
days later to four years in 
prison. 

Wallace was also sen¬ 
tenced for possessing 
identity documents with 
intent, because he gave po¬ 
lice a driving licence with 
someone else’s name when 
arrested.

A Banstead mum of two is cam¬ 
paigning to get mother and baby 
spaces introduced in Epsom af¬ 
ter a near-miss with her daugh¬ 
ter and a car parking into an ad¬ 
jacent space. 

Kirsty Zambourides said she’s 
been struggling to get her chil¬ 
dren Violet, three, and George, 
three months, in and out of her 
car at The Ashley Centre for a 
long time, but when her daugh¬ 
ter’s life was endangered she felt 
compelled to take action. 

She said: “It was only when I 
experienced the near-accident 
that I decided to do this petition; 
my little girl nearly got run over 
when a man was not looking as 
he was parking into the neigh¬ 
bouring space.” 

On the change.org petition 
she said: “There are plenty of 
disabled spaces - and rightly so 
- but what about us mums, with 
children struggling with push¬ 
chairs up and down the ramps 
fighting for the nearest space to 
the lifts?” 

She added: “Nearly all the 
time the disabled bays are emp¬ 
ty. It’s quite ironic, babies can’t 
walk and they are practically 
incapacitated the way a disabled 
person is. Most babies need a 
pushchair or even a pram.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The business vitality of Epsom 


is of high importance and we 
want to encourage shoppers into 
the town centre. Our car parks 
have a part to play in this and 
the Ashley Centre car park is of¬ 
ten full at peak times. 

“Parent and child bays are 
not a statutory requirement and 
their introduction, with wider 
bays, can reduce the amount of 
parking available for others. 

“We do listen to residents and 
visitors and are constantly look¬ 
ing at how we can improve the 
car parking. 

“As part of their refurbish¬ 
ment, in the past two years have 
introduced parent and child 


bays in Hook Road, Town Hall 
and Depot Road car parks. This 
was following feedback from 
members of the public. 

“As part of a programme of 
proposed works next year, we 
are looking to make some im¬ 
provements to the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre car park. 

“This will include some re¬ 
surfacing and we will have the 
option at that time to introduce 
parent and child parking bays. 

“These improvements are 
subject to the spending approv¬ 
als when councillors debate the 
borough’s budget in the New 
Year.”

New data has shown that 
cigarette smoking in London 
will be virtually wiped out 
by 2030 if people continue to 
quit at this current rate. 

According to official fig¬ 
ures from the Annual Popu¬ 
lation Survey smoking prev¬ 
alence in London was 15.2 per 
cent in 2016, and declining at 
a rate of 3 per centage points 
every four years which would 
put prevalence below the tar¬ 
get of 5 per cent by 2030. 

There are around 1.3 mil¬ 
lion smokers in London and 
roughly one in three adults 
want to give up.

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Dan Beesley is raising money for specialist treatment in Istanbul for his two brain tumours 

Raising funds for man with 2 tumours 


An Epsom man with two brain tumours 
is having a gig put on by a group of his 
friends to raise money for his specialised 
treatment in Istanbul. 

Dan Beesley’s first tumour was diagnosed 
in early 2015, after he had a seizure while 
driving. 

He went to A&E and they found the 10cm 
tumour at the front of his brain. 

Within two weeks, he was being operated 
on by a neurosurgeon in Salford, and 
although it took longer than expected, 
the operation was a success. 

After a six-week course of radiotherapy, 
the tumour had nearly gone, but two 
years later, a biannual MRI scan showed 
two new tumours had developed - one in 
the original site and another at the back 
by the brain stem. The front tumour was 
already at stage four. After more surgery, 


radiotherapy and chemotherapy, Dan 
was recommended a clinic abroad that 
uses hyperbaric oxygen therapy, heat 
therapy, intravenous victamin C and B17 
and a unique method of using glucose 
suppressors to starve the cancer cells of 
sugar. 

Once the cancer cells are starved, Dan 
will have a high dose of chemotherapy 
mixed with glucose. 

Dan’s Justgiving page has reached its 
£50,000 target, but aftercare is likely to 
cost more.

The Hawed’ NHS proposals 

Calum Rutter’s excellent piece: ‘Hip, hip, hooray’, 
(Sutton Guardian, 9 November), describing 
“elderly patients with broken hips” receiving 
“some of the best care in the country at St Helier” 
in a dedicated unit in one place was cited by the 
CEO, Mr Elkeles, the following day at the Trust 
Board Meeting, to justify taking a similar 
approach for A&E “ the Trust moving to a single 
site for its sickest and most at-risk patients”. 

And a Trust representative, reported in the 
Sutton Guardian, said: “what saves lives” is “an 
appropriate acute setting where you would be 
cared for by a consultant”. But a Trust 
spokesperson has also written: “Currently we are 
unable to have senior consultants in our A&E 
departments 24 hours a day, seven days a week”. 

If the Board’s favoured plan goes ahead the 50,000 
acutely sick would likely be treated at a new 
purpose-built unit at the Marsden. The other 
100,000 would be treated at St Helier’s and 
Epsom’s A&Es. 

Sadly the preferred plan is flawed. First, it’s in 
the name: Accident & Emergency’ - patients 
present at A&E in a random fashion after an 
accident or an emergency so may not fetch up at 
the A&E most appropriate for them or may, once 
they know of the new unit, choose to go there 
with minor rather than major ailments. And even 
a paramedic may not always have the skills 
required to decide which of the Trusts three 
A&Es to take the patient to first. Whereas most 
hip replacements are scheduled so patients are 
unlikely to fetch up at the wrong location. In any 
case regards A&E, if at present there are 
insufficient consultants to cover two A&Es 24/7, 
the future, particularly with a concentration of 
consultants at the new unit as even consultants 
can’t be in two places at once, would mean less 
consultants available for the other two sites 
which still couldn’t be covered 24/7. So a two-tier 
A&E system.

Rising levels of 
child sex cases

The number of non-recent 
sex offences recorded against 
children in Surrey has risen 
by 141 per cent in the last 
three years, according to na¬ 
tional children’s charity the 
NSPCC. 

The charity is urging vic¬ 
tims of child sexual abuse 
to speak out and hopes the 
increase in cases recorded by 
the police will reassure vic¬ 
tims they will be listened to. 

NSPCC chief executive Pe¬ 
ter Wanless said: “It doesn’t 
matter whether the sexual 
abuse happened a year ago 
or 50 years ago, it is never too 
late to report it. 

“It’s clear that for far too 
long, many people who suf¬ 
fered horrendously as chil¬ 
dren felt they could not speak 
up, were not believed or did 
not know who to turn to. 

“Although these rising 
figures paint a worrying pic¬ 
ture of widespread abuse, it 
is encouraging that so many 
are finally finding their voice 


in a climate today where they 
know they will be listened to 
and supported.” 

Figures, obtained by a 
freedom of information re¬ 
quest, show that a total of 
1,140 cases of non-recent sex¬ 
ual abuse against children 
have been recorded by Sur¬ 
rey police over the last four 
years. 

The NSPCC believes the 
rise may, in part, be down 
to high-profile abuse cases 


as well as the football abuse 
scandal which began a year 
ago this week, which led to 
a dedicated NSPCC national 
helpline receive more than 
2,500 calls. 

Any adult who is the vic¬ 
tim of non-recent abuse is 
urged to report it to the po¬ 
lice or contact the NSPCC 
helpline on 0808 800 5000 for 
advice and support. Children 
can contact Childline on 0800 
1111 .

BATTLE OF THE SEXES (12A): Husband and wife 
directors Jonathan Dayton and Valerie Faris serve- 
and-volley a fine romance in their dramatisation of the 
televised 1973 match between Billie Jean King (Emma 
Stone) and Bobby Riggs (Steve Carell), which was billed 
as a showdown of youth versus experience as much 
as a battle of the sexes. Or as Riggs pithily summarises 
the rivalry in the film: “Male chauvinistic pig versus hairy- 
legged feminist, no offence.” Scriptwriter Simon Beaufoy, 
who previously penned The Full Monty and Slumdog 
Millionaire, elegantly navigates the personal lives of the 
two protagonists as he explores gender inequalities 
and sexual identity in the run up to the winner-takes-all 
contest at the Houston Astrodome in Texas. It’s a sophis¬ 
ticated, crowd-pleasing rally of heartache and triumph 
against adversity, underpinned by universal messages 
of acceptance and respect. 

SUBURBICON (15): A bungled home invasion in a 
pristine, picket-fenced 1950s American community 
provides the catalyst for George Clooney’s darkly comic 
crime caper starring Matt Damon as a family man, 
who conceals dark secrets from his young son (Noah 
Jupe). Based on a script by Oscar-winning siblings Joel 
and Ethan Coen, which has been gathering dust on a 
shelf for more than 30 years and arguably should have 
stayed there, Suburbicon addresses timely issues of 
racial politics and family disunity without drawing blood 
or compelling conclusions. The two narrative strands 
of Clooney’s film - bigotry and deceit - are awkwardly 
woven together into a tableau that can’t decide whether 
it wants to satirise society or pass swingeing commen¬ 
tary on the thinly veiled ugliness behind the American 
dream. As a thriller, the film telegraphs its cold-blooded 
intentions so far in advance, the only mystery is how the 
police, led by officer Hightower (Jack Conley), are blind 
to the skulduggery in a post-war paradise of manicured 
lawns, voluminous skirts and dutiful housewives. A 
predictable tale of crime and punishment, which oozes 
period style but lacks suspense and a satisfying pay-off. 
DADDY’S HOME 2 (12A): The rotten apple never falls 
far from the tree and Sean Anders’ mouldering sequel 


to his testosterone-fuelled 2015 comedy lands with a 
mightier thud than its ham-fisted predecessor. Drenched 
in enough sickly festive spirit to make even the most 
ardent fan of Christmas gag and splutter “bah humbug”, 
Daddy’s Home 2 reunites a gurning Will Ferrell and 
po-faced Mark Wahlberg as hapless parents with very 
different approaches to raising the same children. Father 
knows best - or loudly claims to - in Anders’ script, 
co-written by John Morris, which ramps up the mean- 
spirited games of one-upmanship with the addition of 
an older generation of dysfunctional family members 
played by Mel Gibson and John Lithgow. Themes of 
divorce, infidelity and macho pride are clumsily flung 
into an unappetising mix that once again relies heavily 
on Ferrell’s repertoire of exaggerated physical pratfalls 
for meek laughs. There are only so many times he can 
be pummelled in the face before our season of good 
will wanes. 

INGRID GOES WEST (15): Matt Spicer’s dark and 
disconcerting comedy drama is a delicious cautionary 
tale about tech-sawy generations, whose fragile sense 
of self-worth is determined by connections on social 
media. As the eponymous heroine of Ingrid Goes West 
observes: “If you don’t have anyone to share things 
with, what’s the point of living?” Squirm-inducing social 
awkwardness takes a selfie with jet black humour in a 
script, co-written by David Branson Smith, which straps 
us in - ready or not - for a rollercoaster ride through 
the twisted psyche of a twentysomething loner (Aubrey 
Plaza), who stalks the object of her online obsession 
(Elizabeth Olsen). Spicer employs the idealised filters 
of his central character’s online world to lure us into the 
quicksand of her aching loneliness. Plaza is blisteringly 
funny and horribly pathetic. Like, share, face screaming 
in fear emoji. 

FILM STARS DON’T DIE IN LIVERPOOL (15): Based 
on a true story, director Paul McGuigan’s handsomely 
mounted drama charts a star-crossed romance across 
class and cultural divides, conducted in the shadow 
of terminal illness. While the steady decline of one half 
of this contemporary Romeo and Juliet coughs and 


splutters through tear-stained cliches, the on-screen 
chemistry of Annette Bening and Jamie Bell illuminates 
every frame of Film Stars Don’t Die In Liverpool. They 
are a dynamic and instantly lovable double-act, stoking 
enough sexual tension to melt celluloid in the groovy 
opening scene of their courtship: an energetic hustle to 
the Saturday Night Fever soundtrack. The image of Bell 
jiving kindles fond memories of his breakout role as Billy 
Elliot. Bening employs a deft mixture of fizzing charm, 
naivete and mournful regret to portray screen siren 
Gloria Grahame, who is acutely aware of her power over 
the opposite sex. We’re similarly seduced. 

JUSTICE LEAGUE (12A): The superhero blockbuster 
picks up a few months after the devastation at the end 
of Batman v Superman: Dawn Of Justice, with the world 
mourning the death of Superman (Henry Cavill) and a 
newly awakened threat on the horizon in the shape of 
Steppenwolf (Ciaran Hinds) and his army of red-eyed 


flying Parademons. The imminent disaster prompts 
Bruce Wayne/Batman (Ben Affleck) to enlist the help 
of Diana Prince/Wonder Woman (Gal Gadot) to recruit 
a team of people with special abilities to defeat the 
new enemy, in the shape of Aquaman (Jason Momoa), 
Cyborg (Ray Fisher) and The Flash (Ezra Miller). 

And for fans of the comic books there is much to enjoy, 
as long-awaited scenes finally make it to the big screen 
for the first time. Miller is really the break-out star here 
and the dialogue sparkles the most when it comes from 
him - he’s baffled by people eating brunch and is 
afraid of bugs, guns and “obnoxiously tall people”. 
While the movie sometimes seems disjointed, it 
succeeds where it needs to - in setting up the raft of 
standalone films to follow - Aquaman in 2018, Wonder 
Woman 2 in 2019 and Flashpoint in 2020. Devotees will 
want to wait for the two scenes after the credits for a 
taste of what’s to come.

If you have set your heart on singing Auld Lang Syne 
under a new roof, there's still time - provided you get 
your skates on and plan ahead. 

You could also save yourself money. Here are top tips 
to make it happen. 

Research the market: The tight timetable you have 
set yourself is not a licence to take short-cuts. Research 
the market thoroughly online, establish local house 
prices for different streets and districts in your chosen 
area and choose an estate agent who is fast, efficient 
and reliable. Houses that are for sale at this time of year 
might have failed to sell in the summer and the vendor 
could be keen to tie things up now. 

Fail to prepare, prepare to fail: Many solicitors, 
surveyors and estate agents will take their annual leave 
over Christmas and the new year, so it's essential to put 
everything in place well in advance, particularly if you 
are in a chain. Get a mortgage offer in writing from a 
lender, tee-up a surveyor and make sure that the seller is 
equally prepped and ready to go. 

'The most critical thing you can do to ensure a move by 
the new year is prepare," according to Andrew Rome, 
a partner in Knight Frank's Winchester office. 'The 
vendor must have all of their papers in place and ready 
for a buyer, while the buyer must have their financing as 
advanced as possible. The completion date must also be 
agreed as soon as possible!" 

Daniel Killick, Associate Director, Sales and Lettings at 
Chestertons Kew, agrees: "Solicitors, agents, mortgage 
companies usually shut down over Christmas, so that 
means they usually tend to be quite focused on clearing 
the decks and helping you to exchange or complete as 
rapidly as possible." 

Get to know the seller: Once you've found a 
property, try to understand the vendor before making 
an offer. We're not talking CIA psychological profiling 
here, just a few questions over an eggnog latte. Are they 
a discretionary seller? Happy to wait for a good offer? 


Or is it a compulsory sale - a product of the dreaded 
Ds: death, debt or divorce? If it's one of the latter, there 
may be room for more negotiation on the price. 

Don't be afraid to make a cheeky offer: Christmas 
is expensive so why not chance your arm 
and put in a cheeky offer? Chances are the property 
has been sitting around all summer and the vendor 
has probably set his or her sights on selling up by 
January. Buyers are at an advantage," says Will Peppitt, 
from Savills' Country House Department. "With 
winter ahead of us, many sellers are expecting little to 


happen until next spring and so now is a great time to 
make an offer. After all, the worst a seller can do is say 
no." 

Hassle everyone - politely, of course: Your tight 
timetable requires you to be on everyone's case, all the 
time. Crucially, keep up the pressure when you've found 
a nice house and agreed a price. "Don't assume that 
things will happen on their own," says Mr Addington. 
"Every other day or even daily, make a call and ask for a 
progress report from all involved. 

'This will include your estate agent, your solicitor, your 


financial adviser/mortgage broker, removals firm and 
the rest of your family. In my experience, the slowest 
wagon in the train is getting the finance sorted. 
Persistence on the phone can reduce delays in this area." 
Avoid Laurel and Hardy removal men: Book a 
removal firm early. Good ones tend to be signed up well 
in advance and you don't want to end up with a pair 
of jokers dropping your piano down the stairs. The two 
weeks before Christmas tend to be particularly busy.

BACKGROUND: You’re probably 
already aware of this - but it bears 
repeating: the Nissan LEAF is the 
world’s best selling electric vehicle. 
You might think that would equate 
to sales in their tens of millions. 
Actually, the truth is that following its 
launch back in 2010 and throughout 
a production life that lasted nearly 
eight years, the first generation 
version of this battery-powered 
Nissan shifted 283,000 units. 
Worldwide. So we really aren’t 
talking massive numbers here. That 
says less about the LEAF - a design 
we’ve always thoroughly respected 
- and more about the slow global 
take-up of battery-powered cars, 
which continues to lag behind 
industry predictions. Mostly, that’s 
been because of the restrictions 
that fully battery-powered vehicles 
put on driving range, though that’s 
something that’s changing as 
automotive electric technology 
changes. It’s certainly developed 
enough to make this second 
generation LEAF well worth another 
look if you couldn’t quite justify the 
purchase of its predecessor. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Let’s deal 
quickly with the first thing you’ll want 
to know about: driving range. We 
remember vividly setting off in the 
first generation LEAF model back 
in 2010 and struggling to get much 
more than 60-70 miles out of it 
between charges. With this second

generation design, Nissan claims a 
homologated driving range of 235 
miles from the standard model - and 
there’ll be a further ‘e-plus’ version 
to follow with an even more powerful 
battery that claims a driving range of 
up to 310 miles. Even if you think in 
terms of a ‘real world’ driving range 
being about two-thirds of those total 
figures (which is our experience 
anyway), you can’t deny that these 
readings represent an impressive 
improvement, representing a 50% 
increase over the final version of 
the previous model. Helping here 
is the larger 40kWh lithium-ion 
battery you get this time round (up 
in power from 30kWh but no larger 
in terms of actual size). It produces 
HOkW (which equates to 148bhp), 
which significantly improves on the 
previous model’s figures of 80kW / 
108bhp. That means pulling power’s 
up too - a rise to 320Nm - making 
the LEAF feel even faster from a 
standing start: Nissan say that the 
0-62mph time has been improved 
by 15%, which should translate 
into a sprint time of about 9.8s. 
Previously with LEAF models, the 
amount of retardation you got when 



lifting off the throttle meant that the 
brake pedal was something you 
rarely needed to use. This time 
round, you’ll hardly need it at all 
thanks to ‘e-Pedal’ technology that 
can bring the car to a complete stop 
when you come off the accelerator. 


DESIGN: There are two routes to 
styling an all-electric car. Either 
you make it look exactly like a 
conventionally-engined model, as 
Volkswagen did with the e-Golf, 
or you go for something overtly 
futuristic, as Nissan did with the 


first generation LEAF model. That 
approach continues on with this 
second generation design, which 
gets a completely re-worked body 
featuring a flat floor, a sharper nose 
and a more aggressively tapered 
rear end. There are though, familiar 


cues from more ordinary Nissan 
models - things like the company’s 
signature ‘V-motion’ front grille, the 
‘boomerang’-style lights and the 
kicked-up rear shoulder line for 
example. The MK2 model shape is 
certainly sleeker; Nissan says it 
now has a slippery drag coefficient 
of 0.27Cd. And the whole 
structure’s stiffer too, torsional 
rigidity having improved by 15%. 
Importantly, interior practicality is 
additionally much improved, 
notably in terms of boot space, 
which rises from 370 to 435-litres. 
The designers have also tried to 
give the cabin more of a premium 
feel, with upgraded cabin materials 
and a smarter look for the 
7-inch centre-dash infotainment 
touchscreen. To remind you of this 
car’s eco-friendly remit, there’s 
vibrant blue stitching on the seats, 
the dashboard and the steering 
wheel. 

MARKET: LEAF pricing will sit 
mainly in the £25,000 to £30,000 
bracket in terms of outright 
purchase, but the vast majority of 
customers use some kind of 
finance scheme instead. These can 
make the prospect of running this 
Nissan look quite affordable but 
when all’s said and done, this car 
still remains a relatively expensive 
way of showcasing your eco- 
friendly world outlook to the 
neighbours.
